Atlanta, Ga. Aug. 16.--The tropical 
iira which has been raging aiongr 


the gulf coast for two days completely 
isolated the city of Mobile from the 
outside world. 
Considerable damage 


has been done along the water front 
in Mobile, but -whether there has been 
any loss of life or uot is mere conjec- 
ture., . Nothicg Bad bee'ii heard from 
the country south of Mobile up 10 the 
tirae the last wire' to Mobile failed, 
4:30 p. m., 
.which time the Western 


Union office in Mobile was abandou- 
etl. the water being three feet deep in 
the operating room. From Mobile to 
Fort Morgan, a distance of 35 miles, 
and on both sides of the bay, summer 
resorts and summer houses are lo- 
cated. 
These were, it is believed, in 


the direct path of the storm. 
It is 


feared, there has beea loss of life on 
some of the islands in the Mississippi 
sound located just outside the bar 
below Fort Morgan. 
These islands 


are inhabited by French fishermen 
ana are only five feet above the water 
under ordinary stages. There was 
great loss of life there in 1S93.
